I 
The legislature is discussing game and 


I fish conservation, as it does at every ses- 
sion. 
Proposals are 
always made of 


1 changes and modifications of the laws 
! governing hunting 
and 
fishing. 
AVe 


have had a great many changes, and it 
' is a matter of debate, from both a prac- 
tical and scientific standpoint, as to just 
•what laws are needed to protect £N prop- 
' agation of fish and game and to prevent 
their depletion. 


1 
Last year we repealed the size feature 


of the fishing law and now it is argued 
that it ought to be put back. 
There is 


also a movement to set the deer season 
back to December 1st. There is much 
difference of opinion over the killing of 
deer that ought to be permitted, and other 
features of the law. 
! 
Our fish and 
game laws should be 


framed and enforced by those who have a 
genuine desire to protect and conserve 
our wild life. They should not be framed 
or their enforcement entrusted to men who 


• -wish to kill game. It is far more impor- 


tant to 'Wisconsin that it conserve its wild 
life than that it indulge hunters and fish- 
ermen in their sport- 
There are many 


hunters and fishermen who are entirely 
ethical and who have a. genuine purpose 
to safeguard our game in every possible 
way and according to the soundest meth- 
ods. 
But there are many more who are 


not ethical, they -violate any law if they 
feel they can do so with safety, and have 
little or no regard for the consequences to 
wild life. 


I 
There is much about fish and game con- 


sen ation that js controversial, but where- 
ever there is doubt the doubt should be re- 
solved in favor of the wild life and against 
those who kill. If there is a question about 
the 
proper 
duration . of the 
closed 


period, 
it 
should be lengthened rather 


than shortened. Similarly, opening dates 
should be set back rather than forward. 
For instance, the bass season opens the 
middle of June, whereas it v. ould be much 
better if it were July -1st, for numerous 
bass in "Wisconsin waters are spawning in 
late June and early July. Another act of 
conservation would be to put a bounty on 
carp and seek to exterminate them so far 
as practical. 
They are a grave menace to 


our game fish. 


We should also protect our deer and 


lean: backward to do ^o quite regardless 
of what the huntors wish to take in levy 
of game 
Trout need additional protec- 


tion or it will not be many years until the 
streams of northern Wisconsin are barren 
•of this highly prized 
fish It is time 


Wisconsin looked more senonslv to ihe 
safotruardmp of its -uild life 
With the 


advent of the automobile and hosts of.

Our rish and yamc lavv^ should be made

in many respects. 


No person with a practical knowledge 


of politics and government would

tion that state ownership of railways 111 
the United States would be accompanied 
by much more "waste than there is at pres- 
ent, together with loss efficiency and less 
progressiveness. 
"We doubt very much 


whether the government could operate the 
railroads of the country as a whole at^i 
profit either now or at any future time. 
It certainly could not do so without in- 
creasing rates and reducing pay. both of 
which would be economically unsound. 


A deficit of more than a billion and a 


half dollars in the short time the govern- 
ment ran the railroads during the war is 
a sizeable deficit. 
If we cut it iu half 


to allcm for added extravagance and in- 
efficiency m the stress of war. which prob- 
ably would be liberal, we should still have 
a loss that neither commerce nor industry 
nor the people themselves could shoulder 
Government ownership of railroads would 
be less practical in the United States than 
in Europe, for politics levies a far heavier 
toll on the purse in this country than any- 
where.

PREVENTION OF CRUELTY TO FEET. 


The reason why bunions are not nearly so popu- 


lar among: the young set today as they were a 
decade or more ago. is that the vogue in shoes has 
finally taken the natural or anatomical line which 
has long been urged by the hygienlsts. Perhaps 
never before ha\ e we had such healthful shoes 
available- at the shoe manufacturers of the coun- 
try are giving us at present. Let us praA that this. 
consummation maj hold fast against the niachin 
ations of the quack interests in the shoe business 
The diminishing prevalence of bunion is only ono 
of the happy effects of the reform in shoemaklng; 
there are many other foot ailments similarly pre 
rentable, however unresponsive they mav be to 
the gimciacks of the shiestore "foot specialist." 


The footprint of childVir adult with normal feet 


has an Inside line -which is straight or perhaps 
bends slightly inward. A committee of health ex- 
perts studied the thing- carefully a few years ago 
and concluded that there are three types of feet, 
first, the straight sole line; second, the Inflaring 
solo line; third, the outflarmg sole line.

these sport models, with the low. Ions and wide

Only three or four years ago there were but 


two or three standard makes of shoes which I 
could recommend Today practically all of the bet- 
ter shoe manufacturers are putting out 
models 


which are as hygienic as one could wish 


There is still much room for improvement in the 


children's shoes, particularly shoes for little girls 
It is still too difficult for a sensible mother to find 
the right kind of shoes for a girl of 10 or 12, shoes 
without heels or with something alcin to the 'spring 
heels" of baby shoes, and with the straight inside 
sole line and toes as wide as the naked' foot with 
the weight of the body on it. Some of the atroci- 
ties offeted by shoe dealers when the young girl's 
feet are concerned are indeed an affront to a moth- 
er's common sense The sudden change from the 
comparative sane lines of the children's sizes to 
the painful distortions in the "misses'" sizes is 
apparently a tradition, preserved by the shoe manu- 
facturers out of reverence for the past 
While 


the vogue for sport footgear is on, the shoe manu- 
facturers might well lay aside this tradition and 
get out a more liberal assortment of sizes in hy- 
genlc shoes for girls of the growing age. The' de- 
ficiency here, under the old cutsom, means a great 
deal of cruelty to the feet, for it is Just at the age 
of 10 to 15 that most cases of flatfoot, statis valgus, 
"broken arches," "weak ankles," "weak feet," pro- 
nated feet begin to give trouble. As I haie already 
mentioned In a preceding article, three factors con- 
tribute toward the causation of such trouble— 
faulty nutrition, neglect of physical education and 
improper footgear. The shoe manufacturers pro- 
vidjs the improper footwear. 
They have shown a
